18-19 
providing for transfer of 


the Kansas City club to Oakland 
and for expansion of the Amer- 
ican League to Kansas City and 
Seattle involves a commitment 
and official action by the Amer- 
ican League prior 
to a joint 


meeting which is contrary to 
the rule," said Giles. 


"However, in the interest of 


baseball as a whole, the Nation- 
al League waives any claim of 
the rule and will not oppose ex- 
pansion of the American League 
to Kansas City and Seattle," he 
added. 


Giles then said the National 


League discussed expansion at 
its meeting. No vote was taken,

Prisoners 
Welcomed 
on Return

FT. Bragg, N,C, (AP)- Fel- 


low Special Forces 
soldiers 
shouted "Welcome home" and 
embraced S. Sgt, James E. 
Jackson Monday night as he 
and two other U.S, Army ser- 
geants returned to the United 
States after years of captivity 
by the Viet Cong. 


The cheer for Jackson came 


from a trio of his comrades as 
he stepped off a military plane 
that returned him and M. Sgt. 
Daniel Lee Pitzer of Spring 
Lake, N.C., to Ft. Bragg. 


Pitzer walked unsteadily and 


laid down on an ambulance 
stretcher. An Army official said 
he had a serious vitamin defi- 
ciency. 


The third prisoner of war re- 


leased in Cambodia Saturday 
M. Sgt. Edward R. Johnson of 
Seaside, Calif., was removed 
from the plane in a stretcher at 
Washington, D.C., and taken to 
Walter Reed Army Hospital. He 
was reported 
suffering from 


dysentery and malnutrition. 


The three sergeants were ac- 


companied as far as New York 
by Thomas Hayden, a Newark, 
N.J., writer who brought them 
out of Cambodia. Hayden Is a 
member of an American peace 
committee that also includes 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., Dr. 
Benjamin 
Spock 
and 
singer 


Joan Baez. 


King said the release was a 


gesture 
of 
goodwill 
toward 


American Negroes. Jackson and 
Johnson are Negroes. 


"We appealed to the humani- 


tarian instincts of the North 
Vietnamese," King said, adding 
that the committee hopes to aid 
in the release of additional U.S. 
prisoners. 


Jackson smiled broadly, as 


three fellow Green Berets em- 
braced him and slapped him on 
the back on his arrival at Ft. 
Bragg. 
Jackson, 
Pitzer and 


Johnson all received their Spe- 
cial Forces training at Bragg. 


Jackson accepted a cigarette 


but declined to answer questions 
about his captivity. 


"It's been a long trip and I'm 


glad to be home," Jackson said. 
"The treatment on the trip has 
been A-No. 1." 


Jackson's mother said her son 


"had the training (as a Green 
Beret) to fake a brainwashing 
job just to win his release." His 
father, a bus driver and me- 
chanic, 
expressed 
confidence 


that his son would receive "all 
the care he needs" in U.S. mili- 
tary hospitals. Jackson's par- 
ents live InTalcott, W.Va. 


At Ft. Bragg, Jackson's jubi- 


lant manner contrasted sharply 
with 
Pitzer, who walked down 


the plane's ramp with a halting 
step, looking drawn and pale.

spoke 
to 
no 
one 
and 


stretched out on a bed in the 
ambulance for the short trip to 
\\omack Arrny Hospital on the 
Ft. Bragg post. His wife was

but newsmen

American flight to Kennedy Air- 
port in New York City, he hat!

WILBERFORCE, Ohio (AP) 


— Students threw stones, bot- 
tles, furniture and other objects 
in a riot that ended today with 
91 arrests as police and Nation- 
al Guardsmen patroled the pre- 
dominantly Negro Central State 
University campus. 


At least 10 Ohio highway pa- 


trolmen and sheriff's deputies 
were injured, mostly by thrown 
objects, authorities said. Most 
of the Injuries were minor, but 
one patrolmen suffered a bro- 
ken leg. 


The Greene County sheriff's 


office said between 300 and 400 
students were involved. Several 
of 
those arrested also com- 


plained of Injuries. 


About GOO National Guards- 


men moved into the area Mon- 
day night to help put down the 
riot. About half moved onto the 
campus and the others were on 
standby 
at 
the 
county 
fair- 


grounds four miles away. 


Capt. Dwight Carey of the 


highway 
patrol 
said classes 


would be held today but that no 
other 
student 
congregations 


would be permitted. 


Several fires, 
most of them 


minor, were reported on and off 
the campus. The display win- 
dow was shot out of a furniture 
stor.? two miles from campus 
and a fire caused damage to a 
grocery 
at Xenia, four miles 


from the campus. The highway 
patrol reptrted 12 of its patrol 
cars and three sheriffs cars 
damaged. 


Hie disturbance started at 


midmnrning Monday along with 
the return to the campus of an 
expelled student, Michael War- 
ren, 23, of Cleveland. 


He had been ordered off the 


campus last week after alleged- 
ly threatening harm to Presi- 
dent Rembert Stokes of neigh- 
boring Wilberforce University, 
also 
a 
predominantly 
Negro 


school. 


Upon his return, several other 


students quickly joined him in 
barricading 
themselves 
in 
a 


class room. Classroom chairs, 
tables and other furniture ami 
equipment was 
thrown out of 


the room, some of it broken. 


Warren later left the campus 


and was arrested several hours 
later at Vollow Springs, eight 
miles north of the campus.

of those arrested were 


jailix.1 in Xcnia.

The Hareup of fighting along 


the coastal lowlands coincided 
with a lull around Dak To, in 
the central highlands, after two 
weeks of hard battling there. 
Only occasional sniper and mor- 
tar 
fire were reported this 


morning after a fierce battle 
late Monday in which 10 para- 
troopers of the U.S. 173rd Air- 
borne Brigade were reported 
killed and another 33 wounded. 


Eight-engine 
B52 bombers 


pounded suspected Red posi- 
tions 16 miles soutwest of Dak 
To, dropping 150,000 pounds of 
bombs on a suspected base 
camp and staging area. 


The U.S. helicopters came un- 


der 
heavy 
machine-gun and 


small arms fire Monday while 
lifting 450 men of the 1st Air 
Cavalry Division into a battle 
area 15 miles west oftheprovin- 
cial capital of Tarn Ky. The U.S. 
Command said fighting tapered 
off after six hours with four 
Americans killed and 19 wound- 
ed. Communist casualties were 
not known. 


Less than 25 miles to the 


south in the ccoastal lowlands, 
U.S. paratroopers of the 101st 
Airborne Division reported kill- 
Ing 20 Communist troops In a 
series of scattered clashes while 
suffering no casualties. The U.S. 
Army said 10 of the enemy dead 
were North Vietnamese Army 
regulars wearing new green uni- 
forms, 
indicating they might 


have recently come south, 


No major ground fighting was 


reported elsehwere, 


The northeast monsoon weath- 


er once again cut heavily into 
U.S. air strikes against North 
Vietnam limiting U.S. planes jw 
targets in the southern half of 
the country and 93 missions,
